“We then, as workers together with 
him, beseech you also that ye receive 
not the grace of God in vain.” 2 Cor. 
6:1. 

We would like for our readers, espe- 
cially the ministers, to read the sixth 
chapter of 2 Corinthians, 

The great Assembly has come and 
gone. Doubtless the most of our 
preachers are now on their new fields 
of labor. I spent much time in pray- 
er before the Assembly, trying 
to get the mind and will of God con- 
cerning the preachers. We have ap- 
proximately 1,300 ministers; we have 
work in approximately thirty-four 
states. Some overseers have two states, 
there are approximately twenty-eight 
overseers. Out of the large number of 
ministers that we have a small num- 
ber have the position of state overseer. 
There must be hundreds who work 
under these state overseers, and in 
placing these dear brethren we always 
take into consideration, first, God’s 
will, those who are best suited for the 
work, and next, those who are located 
in convenient places where they can 
look after the work. There are but 
few overseers who get as much pay as 
the best pastors, so from the stand- 
point of support, as a whole it is not 
looked upon as being one of the best 
places. 


Some seem to think when a man is 
changed from his position there is 
some complaint or charge against him. 
This is not true. This is left with the 
General Overseer and the counsellors, 
and quite often in our prayers and 
efforts, working together, it is decided 
by the counsellors that a change will 
be best. Sometimes the General Over- 
seer feels that a change will be best. 
In the multitude of counsellors there 
is safety. We want to make it plain 
to our people that when a man is 
changed from one position to another 
or left out of the overseers’ list there 
should never be a thought that there 
is something against him. Quite often 
our overseers feel that they should 
not want to continue as an overseer. 
Since the Assembly one good man who 
is in good standing felt that it would 
not be the will of the Lord for him 
to take the state that he was appoint- 
ed to take, thereby he carefully and 
prayerfully asked that the state be 
given someone else. I am sure that this 
is all right. It is a fact that concern- 
ing this same state the General 
Overseer had felt for six months that 
a certain man would be the proper 
one to take it, but on account of the 
wishes of the people, almost a solid 
petition, this highly esteemed brother 
was placed over this state, and he, af- 
ter prayer, asked to be relieved. I 
really believe he is in divine order. 
Possibly some were disappointed but 
I hope and pray that God will heal 
up all these little things and we will 
all remember that the majority of 
preachers have to serve under the 
overseers. 

There is one that we can take cour- 
age and consolation from—‘“We then, 
as workers together with him.” Of 
course this means that we are co- 
workers with Jesus. I hope that all our 
preachers will take new courage and 
will go forth to do their best for the 
Master this year. “For he saith, I have 
heard thee in a time accepted, and 
in the day of salvation have I suc- 
coured thee.” The Lord will supply 
the needs of His servants, Of course, 
it is necessary to pray until we get 
the mind of God and are directed by 
the Holy Ghost into our different 
fields of labor. The only way to be 
successful is to be led by the Spirit 
and power of God. We are expecting 
this to be the best year in the history 
of the Church. It is said by those who 
are in position to know, that this was 
the best Assembly in the history of the 
Church. I was so busy trying to do 
everything I could to make it a success 
and to guide it right until I didn’t 
have time to enjoy the presence and 
power as I would have liked to.

My subject today is unity. My 
Scripture lesson is John 17 and I will 
use verse 3 for the text. “And this is 
life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ whom thou hast sent.” In 1 Pet. 
2:21, 22, we read, “For even hereunto 
were ye called: because Christ also 
suffered for us, leaving us an example, 
that ye should follow his steps: Who 
did no sin, neither was guile found 
in his mouth.” Then in 1 John 3:6 
we read, “Whosoever abideth in him 
sinneth not: whosoever sinneth hath 
not seen him, neither known him.” 
A man has to quit sin to meet Jesus. 

In Isa. 59: 1, 2 we find, “Behold, the 
Lord’s hand is not shortened, that it 
eannot save; neither his ear heavy 
that it cannot hear: But your iniqui- 
ties have separated between you and 
your God.” So we find that sin or 
iniquity separates from God and that 
he that srnneth hath not seen him 
neither known him (Jesus). 

We read in Matthew 16:24, “Then 
said Jesus unto his disciples, If any 
man will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me.” This means a separation 
from the world and a complete con- 
secration; and as we follow Him we 
will go thru Gethsemane and cry, Not 
my will but thine be done. Then the 
blood will be applied and the old 
man crucified. This means the old 
carnal nature is gone and as long as 
we live under the blood it will stay 
gone. But when we get out from under 
the blood and disobey it will come as 
at the beginning. 

Now this is life eternal. To know 
“thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ whom thou hast sent.” To know 
the power that is in the blood is to 
have the experience. In Heb. 2:11 we 
read, “For both he that sanctifieth and 
they who are sanctified are all of one: 
for which cause he is not ashamed to 
call them brethren.” 

Now in 1 Cor. 3:3 we find something 
like this, “For ye are yet carnal: for 
whereas there is among you envying, 
and strife, and division, are ye not 
carnal, and walk as men?” Then in 
1 John 1:7 we read, “But if we walk

in the light, as he is in the light, we 
ha've fellowship one with another, and 
the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” Fellowship 
is an agreement and where there is 
no agreement there is no fellowship.

Faith is defined in the Scriptures 
as being the substance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not seen. 
Faith is something more than what 
we may think or believe. The Scrip- 
tures teach us that it is possible to 
believe a lie. Then that is evidenee 
that we may believe a thing when 
there is no faith. We are taught in 
God’s Word that when we make our 
petition not to be “as the waves tossed 
by the winds: Let not man think that 
he shall receive anything of the Lord. 
But let him ask in faith nothing waver- 
ing.” Many times we have believed 
things and later woke up to the reat 
ization that we were wrong. 

We have heard folks testify of 
things and we knew they were all to 
gether sincere, but they were wrong.

I am 
praying for a mighty outpouring of 
the Holy Ghost that will get us above 
the human, that God can have the 
right of way in our hearts and fully 
use His servants, thereby bringing to 
Himself lost men and women who are 
to spend eternity somewhere. It is 
wonderful to think of the joys of the 
home above and to have the God of 
the universe for our Father. He can 
bless and use us for His glory and fi- 
nally gather us to Himself in that 
home above. If we miss this home 
where Jesus lives, all is a failure. I

the Father, and with His Son Jesus 
Christ. And these things write we un- 
to you, that your joy may be full.” 
Now to know Him as declared by the 
Apostles would be for us all to have 
fellowship. To fail to know Him as 
they did would be for us to fail to 
have fellowship. 

Now God is not the author of con- 
fusion but of peace; neither is Christ 
divided. Paul writes in 1 Cor. 11:18, 
19, “For first of all, when ye come to- 
gether in the church, I hear that there 
be division among you; and I partly 
believe it. For there must be also 
heresies.” There’s always a cause for 
division. To know God and His Son 
Jesus Christ Is the remedy. This gives 
fellowship. Remember Jesus prayed 
for His disciples to be kept thru the 
Father’s name that they may be one 
as He and the Father are one. Then He 
prayed for all that would believe on 
Him thru their word “that they all 








may be one; as thou, Father, art in, 


me, and I in thee, that they also may 
be one in us: that the world may be- 
lieve that thou hast sent me. And the 
glory which thou gavest me I 
have given them, that they may be 
one even as we are one: I in thee, and 
thou in me, that they may be made 
perfect in one; and that the world 
may know that thou hast sent me, and 
thou hast loved them, as thou hast 
loved me.” 

Paul in 1 Cor. 12 takes the human 
body to illustrate the Church. He 
shows the relation of one member to 
the other and how God has set the 
members in the body as it pleased 
Him. This shows a sanctified band 
crying, Not my will but thine be done. 
This body has the mind of Christ, 1 
Cor. 2:16, and the mind directs the 
body. Christ is not divided. 

We read in John’s letter to the elect 
lady and her children, “Whom I love 
in the truth.” Notice he says, Whom 
I love in the truth, and then goes on 
and mentions “Many deceivers are 
entered into the world, who confess 
not that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh. This is a deceiver and an anti- 
christ.” Now we would not know what 
this meant if we did not know what 
Jesus came to do. We find in Romans 
8:3 that God sent His own Son in the 
likeness of sinful flesh and for sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh, the carnal. 
This carnal mind or fleshly mind 
has the works of the flesh mentioned 
in Galatians 5. 

One of the works is division. We 
find Paul saying, Mark them that 
cause division and avoid them. In 1 
Cor. 3 we find him saying that those 
who were divided were carnal and 
walked as men. Now the man who 
stands for division has the spirit of 
the antichrist and is against the pray- 
er of Jesus. 

John said, “Whosoever transgress- 
eth, and abideth not in the doctrine 
of Christ, hath not God. He that 
abideth in the doctrine of Christ, he 
hath both the Father and the Son. 
If there come any unto you, and bring 
not this doctrine, receive him not in- 
to your house, neither bid him God 
speed; For he that biddeth him God 
speed is partaker of his evil deeds.” 
I am so glad if we do His will, we 
shall know of the doctrine.
